cal roping. As for myself I prefer speed, with very 
little lost motion. The fewer movements the better, 
especially in a bunch of excited or irritable cattle. 
‘The idea that the loop is always swung around the 
head before making a cast, especially when the roper is 
on foot, is erroneous. No man of experience ever 
makes a cast in this fashion from the ground in practi- 
cal work. One of the reasons he does not is that the 
movement is likely to frighten the stock, especially 
horses; another, that be may have to wait some 
minutes before a favorable opportunity occurs for 
making a cast. He knows that better results are ob- 
tained by holding the rope as unobtrusively as possible, 
even keeping it concealed from the object of capture if 
the animal is timid or nervous. When mounted, how- 
ever, and in pursuit, it is 
absolutely necessary to 


around the head, for the 
cast must be made with 
the greatest possible force, 
in order to overcome, not 
only the forward move- 
ment of the pursued, but 
also the action of the wind, 
should that chance be 
against you. 

“As to the manner of 
casting, some ‘ropers’ cast 
with a quick, jerky move- 
ment of the band, seeming 
to use the arm very little 
and the body not at all, 
Others employ body, arm 
and hand. Both methods 
are effective when perfect- 
ed by practice. 

“The credit of marvelous 
skill in the manipulation 


on &@ man’s mount. He 
has an able and, indeed, 
indispensable coadjutor in 
his horse. One of the first 
lessons a young Western 
equine learns, and one 
which, once mastered, he 
never forgets. is not to ‘run 
onarope.’ After this, he 
is said to be ‘rope-broke,’ 
or to have ‘rope sense,’ In 
catching a horse with a 
lariat, he is invariably secured by the neck. Cattle, on 
the other han, are seldom caught by the horns or 
head, unless it is necessary to lead or throw them. 

“In case a ‘roper,’ either on foot or on horseback (he 
is nearly always on horseback), wishes to secure a calf 
or a ‘maverick,’ he employs what is known in ranch- 


| ing parlance as a ‘heeling’ throw, the noose being so 


cast that it catches the animal by the hind foot or feet, 
as desired. There are also numerous ‘fancy foot- 
throws’ known to the practical ‘roper.’ Among others 
is that wherein a vertical circle is described with the 
lariat, the loop revolving forward from the rider, in 
such fashion as to catch the feet of the galloping ani- 
The horizontal rotary circle is also used as a basis 
for a fancy foot throw. This circle is rotated around 
the performer, who, biding his time, casts it forward 
in the path of the animal of which he is in pursuit, at 
the exact instant that his practical eye tells him will 
prove effective. 

*‘Labor on the almost limitless cattle ranges of the 
Weat is never ending. From dawn to dusk, and from 
dusk to dawn and in all seasons, the cowboy’s work 
goes on unceasingly. He all but lives in the saddle, 
and wherever he rides, he carries with him, coiled at 
his saddle bow, or swung upon bis left arm, ready for 
instant action, bis lariat. For there are few tasks that 
fall to his share that do not involve the use of the rope, 
and a« good ‘roper,’ indispensable as he is to every cattle 
outfit, although he commands fair wages, certainly 
earns every cent he receives, 

“He is, of necessity, clear-headed, with nerves and 
His work is constantly performed in 
the midst of danger. A rope may break under heavy 
strain; a blow from the recoil would be as fatal as a 
pistol shot. Any inattention or blunder may mean 
death in some form. 
but cowardice and stupidity are not among them. 

“With the advent of the barbed-wire fence, the real 
cowboy’s vocation vanishes. The cattle business may 
have gained as to profile in this transition from the un- 
restricted freedom of vast ranges to ‘farming on horse- 
back,’ but it has altogether lost its romance. 

“In the new order of things, on the fenced range,

to seek revenge. A vengeful steer is as dangerous and 
a maddened cow worse than a Spanish bull. 

“ Branding on the unfenced range is a tas that never 
ends. There are constantly being discovered animals 
that have been missed at the regular round-up, and 
these, wherever found, are immediately roped, thrown 
and ‘burned.’ At every turn, and in every phase of 
his work, the cowboy has need of his rope. It is 
brought into play in catching fresh mounts for the 
men, for no horse is kept under saddie more thana 
few bours atatime. If, as not infrequently happens, 
a steer strays into a quicksand, or mires in a bog, the 
lasso is thrown about his horns and he is speedily 
drawn out. When the mess wagon needs a lift up a 
hill, or assistance in crossing miry bottom land, the 
man with the rope is at band to render aid. 

“Wood must be brought for the camp fire. The cow- 
boy attaches one end of his lariat to the log, securing it 
by any number of ‘throws’ or ‘hitches,’ takes a snub on 
his saddlehorn, and the well-trained pony does the rest. 

“To soften a new hemp rope and render it service- 
able, the cowboy ties one end to his saddlehorn and al- 
lows the rest to drag on the ground, as he rides about 
his work. In the course of a few hours he reverses the 
ends, and thereby the stiff, unmanageable cordage is 
transformed, in a brief half day, into a pliable lariat. 

“The length of a rope varies with individual taste 
and judgment. Personally, I consider forty feet the 
most practical length, although my one-time employer, 
Buck Taylor, known the world over as the ‘King of 
the Cowboys,’ could, with ease and deadly accuracy, 
handle any amount of one-half inch rope, up to eighty 
feet. But his height and weight—six feet six inches 


and 260 pounds, respectively—coupled with almost | 


superhuman strength, were fully proportionate to his 
idea of the proper length of a saddle rope.”

HERR PLACKE 
A FAILURE 


Glever Kid McCoy Easily Vanquishes 
the Huge Foreigner. 
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Henri J. J. Piacke, who came to this country to meet 
no less a man than James J. Jeffries, gota trying out 
by Kid McCoy, before the Lenox A.C., of Philadelphia, 
on April 5, and the result was most disastrous to the 
man from over the seas, 

He was 80 utterly outclassed that the affair—it could 
neither be called a contest nora bout—was stopped in 
the second round when Placke lay helpless and bieed- 
ing upon the floor. 

During the four minutes that the bout lasted no man 
was more unmercifully whipped than Placke. The 
nimble Hoosier was relentiess in his punishment. He 
stabbed, jabbed, jolted and swung the huge foreigner 
into a pitiable sight, and smiled down coldly at the 
great heavy mass of flesh upon the floor when the end 
came, 

The club was simply packed to see the fun. When 
the weights of the men were announced just before 
hostilities began—McCoy 163, Placke 2Al4,. 

When the opening gong clanged, the Hollander ad- 
vanced upon the Kid in an old-time erect pose. McCoy 
adjusted bis gloves nonchalantly as if about to engage 
in a friendly bout in a gymnasium, 

Almost before he had assumed his fighting pose 
Placke shoved his left glove bard upon McCoy's left 
cheek. The blow jarred the Kid into immediate 
action, and his gloves passed before Placke’s eyes in a 
bewildering panorama of feints. McCoy was in front 
of him in a flash and pumped his left in upon the 
Hollander’s nose thrice with precision and force, and 
the giant sank slowly upon his left side and to the floor. 

Placke struggled painfully to his feet, and had 
scarcely regained them when one, two, three stinging, 
cutting hooks shot over on bis nose and mouth, draw- 
ing the blood in streams. Placke tottered, and as he 
looked vacantly through his own blood for the mock- 
ing figure which danced before his eyes a right swing 
crashed upon his jaw and he sprawled upon the floor. 
Nine seconds he remained upon one knee, smearing 
the blood from his bruised face. Arising he plunged 
madly toward McCoy, who stepped deftly aside, and, 
stopping the rush with a left flush on the nose, swung 
a right high in the air and over on Placke’s jaw. The 
Dutchman fell in a heap with a crash. 

McCoy walked almost into the Placke corner when 
the second opened and hurled a right straight into the 
Dutchman’s eye.

YOUNG GRIFFO 
QUITS FIGHTING 


Ring Marvel of Other Days Now Out 
of the Game For Good. 


—— 


The ring career of one of the greatest pugilists of 
modern times was ended the other night in Chicago, 
when Albert Griffiths, better known as Young Griffo, 
after another patching up, attempted to cross arms 
with Tommy White, and after receiving a severe jolt 
on the point of the jaw, deliberately walked to bis cor- 
ner and quit. The fact that White, a veteran boxer of 
skill, was never noted for being a particularly hard hit- 
ter, made Griffo’s defeat all the more indicative ofa 
general collapse. 

It was not advancing years that made this remark- 
able Australian become a physical wreck, for he was in 
his prime at a time when Fitzsimmons, Ryan, Wal- 
cott and Gans were fighting their way to the top of the 
pugilistic heap. It was the pace that kills. Half a 
dozen times Griffo was arrested as a vagrant and sent 
to jail, where he was cleaned up, made to walk a chalk 
line and then sent free,a new man. Once he was pro- 
nounced insane and sent to an asylum, but Griffo, soon 
after be got over his thirst, convinced the physician 
that there was nothing the matter with him. George 
Dawson, a lifelong friend of Grifto’s, took him in hand 
time and time again, only to give up in disgust the task 
of keeping the Australian in line, 

Griffo served several terms in prison for various 
offenses. He got out of jail at Camden, N. J., at one 
time and fought Martin Judge at Philadelphia that 
same night. Kid Lavigne was scheduled to fight that 
night in place of Judge, the latter being substituted be- 
cause Lavigne failed to put in appearance. Griffo 
whipped Judge and whipped him in decisive style. For 
that fight it is claimed Griffo received $500, of which he 
had $3 the following noon. Griffo was, like John L. 
Sullivan, a spendtbrift. 

At one time Griffo offered to bet $1,000 that James J. 
Corbett, then heavyweight champion, could not stop 
bim in four rounds. But Corbett ignored the crafty 
Griffo, who bad planned, in case the challenge was ac- 
cepted, to stay by simply resorting to his great foot- 
work. In this respect Griffo was always the leader and 
never has a boxer been seen in the ring that could exer- 
cise and glide about on his feet as did the clever Aus- 
tralian. 

The end of the pugilist’s career might prove a warn- 
ing to some of the young fellows to-day who are fight- 
ing their way to the front and who find it an easy 
matter to pick the dollars off the trees. Griffo, had he 
saved his earnings in the ring, would be worth six 
figures to-day, it is believed.
